The hall, Sir Wilfrid called for three 
cheers, which were heartily given by 
the assembled thousands, and the formal 
■proceedings were then begun. Sir Wil- 
frid presented the key of the hail to the 
•Duke and briefly referred to the new 
drill hall as being constructed to stimu- 
late the martial spirit of the people. T?e 
"Puke of York said: 

"I accept with groat pleasure the key 
which is presented to me, and I feel 
much pleasure in declaring the drill hall 
open." 

'PRESENTATION OF MEDALS. 

The following were then presented 
with medals by the Duke. Miss Affleck, 
of Ottawa, who accompanied the first 
Canadian contingent as a nurse of the 
'Red Cross society. She was dressed in 
the khaki uniform used by the nurses 
in South Africa.

Miss Affleck's appearance on the plat- 
form was a signal for much applause, in 
which a number of those among the 
'Royal suite joined. The Duke and 
Duchess then inspected the Boys' Bri- 
gade, and several tines stopped and 
i3poke a few words to several of the 
smaller children. 

At the conclusion of this number, 
Trooper Walsh, who was in South 
Africa, where his eyesight was injur- 
iously affected, was called to the front 
and engaged in conversation for some 
minutes by Their Royal Highnesses. 

The inspection of veterans occupied 
slightly longer, and the Duke paid spec- 
ial attention to several among these old 
soldiers who wore Crimean and Indian 
medals, stopping and enquiring into their 
date of service and engagements they 
had been in. 

7i> closimr .the formal proceedings His 
Royal Highness sail!: 

"We hnvo here (indicating the files of 
the Roys" Brigade and the veterans) the 
old and young. We know what has 
been accomplished by the old, and we 
are quite sure the young, if they should 
be called upon to accomplish what they 
did would do it again, and do it just 
as well." 

Tlie Royal party then adjourned to 
another room for luncheon and the 
crowd dispersed. After luncheon Their 
Royal Highnesses pnH a visit to the 
Hastings mill and expressed themselves 
as much interested. The Royal party 
were then driven to the station where 
His Royal Highness changed his naval 
uniform for a frock emit and tall hat 
and the party were driven around the 
park. 1 

At about 5:"0 they reached 'Brockton 
Point, where 2,50(1 school children were 
assembled, and until II o'clock the Duke 
and Duchess strolled around in front of 
the grand stand packed with school 
children, while they chatted pleasantly 
with all who bad been admitted into the 
enclosure. The Royal couple were 
greeted by the children by spontaneous 
waves of anplanse and waving small 
flags while "God Save the King" and 
"The Maple Loaf Forever" were sun',' 
by everyone standing. The Royal couple 
were smiling continually and seemed 
very much pleased. The Duchess then 
■presented a silk flag to the company of 
school boys which showed the best effi- 
ciency in drill. The Royal pirty re- 
entered their carriages directly in front 
of the grand stand, ami were cheered 
madly ,by the children. 

The extraordinary precautions taken 
to keep the crowd back in the city were 
abandoned in the park, and the Royal 
party were hedged about by hripny 
thousands all along tic path from the 
park, who cheered them alon" the en- 
tire route of the Brockton Dark ap- 
proaches. 

The Royal party drove to the wharf 
y;nd embarked, on the steamshin Empress 
of India. Speaking of the decorations 
Major Forester. accompanying the 
Royal party stated that the decorations 
of Vancouver, with the exception of 
Ottawa, surpassed any town hi Canada. 

Tonight the citv is a great blaze of 
light, while the Empress of India and 
the war ships are outlined in eltvtricity 
against the dark waters making a stnri- 
lingly beautiful sight and calling forth 
the admiration of great crowds along 
the water front.

The prettiest decorative structure is 
that put up by the Japanese on Hast- 
ings street. This is a true Oriental pic- 
ture. The design is that of the Sacred 
Gate, and the framework has been very 
prettily plnited with overgreeus. The 
flags of Julian and Britain are crossed 
in the centre, and a welcome to the 
Itoyal visitors is expressed in Japanese 
characters appropriately placed. The 
whole design is most attractive. 

The firemen's arch was much admired. 
It is very simple in design, and is reared 
on Cordova street. It is composed en- 
tirely of ladders and when manned by 
the firemen of the city made a very im- 
posing picture.

One of the most felicitous ideas 
evolved in connection with the Itoyal 
visit was that which suggested thut 
Their Itoval Highnesses should make 
their home at th" Mount Baker hotel. 
The position of the house and its beau- 
tiful natural surroundings make it nn 
ideal spot in which to sojourn, he the 
visitor's time long or short. It is not 
ton far from the city to render tlie 
drive thither tire-ome and whether one 
goi'.s bv Oak Bay avenue or alon:: the 
sea drive tho scenes cn route are charm- 
ing in the extreme. 

When it <-.., s decided, some weeks nan, 
to tender Their Royal Highnesses the 
use of the hotel, which they were 
graciously pleased to accept. Mr. Virtue, 
the proprietor, on the requisition of the 
government, undertook to ,lit up the 
p-emises in a style befitting the occa- 
sion. The house was literally turned 
inside out and a numerous corps of 
painters and decorators was set to work 
to renovate and beautify it from bnse- 
menf to L'urreL The painting was in 
charge of .1. W. 'Mellor. and the decorat- 
ing was entrusted to Paul Bevgrnu, a 
well known artist, in Mr. (Mellor's em- 
ploy. The spacious halls and lii:'it, nhv 
rooms of th" Moan) Baker, finished in 
natb-e woods, afforded Rplcntl'd subjects 
to th" artist— they suggested his themes 
and he took every advantage of the mn- 
terinl ready to his hand. The results 
of Mr. Beygran's work are most credit- 
able. Every apartment has its awn 
motif, its own color scheme, worked out 
in perfect harmony, and where the ar- 
tist ceased thi* upholsterer stepped in 
and completed the picture, for the furni- 
ture, carpets, and draperies tir in with 
the decorations mo hnppil.v thnt the wlin'e 
effect is n delightful suggestion of quiet 
luxury, tli"re is nothing obtrusive, noth- 
ing to strike tii" eve unduly or jnr upon 
one's sense of fitness. 

Xo attempt has been made to de- 
corate the exterior of the hotel, all effort 
having cent red on the interior, anil this 
is as it should be. Entering the visitor 
finds himself in a spacious hall walns- 
conteil in natural, native woods, the 
polished floors relieved with rich Orien- 
tal rugs, the walls finished in n deep 
fringe of festooned flowers in delicate 
tints, inviting iomiges, easy chairs and 
rockers scattered about, potted llowrs 
and tropical plants in handsome jardin- 
ieres, hiznrre hangings from Persian anil 
Indian looms and some line heads of elk 
and wapite and specimens of native 
birds with a few pictures, complete a 
scene which al once suggests home and 
comfort. 

To the rigid is th" private dining 
room of Their Koval Highnesses. It is 
a small room, just the right size for its 
purpose, lynl here Mr. Beygrilll Inifi 
achieved a happy piece of work. Tho 
walls are laid out in panels, at each 
corner nt which are the national em- 
blems, the shamrock, ruse anil thistle 
gracefully blended with the maple leaf. 
The ceiling U partly worked ill relief, 
a wreath of maple leaves at eaca corner, 
in all the glory of their autumn t ills, 
while a wreath of pink roses lightly sur- 
roiuuls the nine ruse colored electric 
lights, the wliole giving a beautiful ef- 
fect. The woodwork is enanielled in 
harmony with the walls and ceilings and 
completes the beauty of the room. The 
furniture is of massive oak and a soft 
Wilton pile carpet in appropriate tint's 
serves to fill ijut the artist's conception. 

The large dining room has been newly 
decorated with a rich frieze and with 
its polished floor, relieved by Oriental 
rugs, its spotless linen, and beautiful 
cut glass, cutlery and china presents a 
handsome appearance. 

Left of the main entrance Is a com- 
fortable smoking room, reserved for the 
use of His Koval Highness. It is cosily 
furnished with leather covered chairs 
and lounges, i On the walls lmag por- 
traits of distinguished British statesmen, 
ami a couple of hook shelves, contain a 
' iirietv of works of fiction and reference. 
A bright red carpet gives an aTr of 
warmth and comfort to the room. 

.Tust across the hall are tho spacious 
drawing rooms. They also have been 
tastily decorated by 'Mr.. 'Boygrau. A 
mngnfficent carpet rovers both flners nnd 
the furtdtnrp is of the richest dqs.qrip- 
tioi. including many styles, nnthuin nod 
modern, upholstered iu silk brocade, 
plush ac 1 velvet.

Rescue Party Started Down the 
Mine But Explosions Block- 
ed the Way. 



From Our Own Correspondent. 

Extension, Sept. 30— A terrible disas- 
ter occurred in Xo. I! level of No. 2 mine, 
Extension, about 1 o'clock this after- 
noon, resulting in the death o£ sixteen or 
.seventeen men. The lire broke out at 
the bottom of the level and communi- 
cated to one of the curtains across the 
slope. In about half an hour the whole 
stone was on lire and quickly ran up to- 
wards the mouth of the tunnel, and 
Manager Andrew Bryden arrived on the 
.scene twenty minutes after the alarm 
and found the lire had gained tremen- 
dous headway. Under his direction 
every effort was made to find the m 'U 
in the mine, but without avail. The res- 
cuers actually went into the very places 
where the unfortunate men had been 
working a few minutes previously. 

The miners who perished ran with the. 
fresh air instead of against it. attempt- 
ing to come out the accustomed way, 
thus mooting death half way. While the 
rescuers were seartlting fur the 
miners the mine exploded, bio 
the rescue party. Arte:- the expli 
went on at irregular intervals al 
afternoon and evening. As soon 
■was recognized that all hope of rescuing 
the men was gone, a 'strong force be- 
gan to choke up the entrance to ilie 
mine, which work is now proceeding.

Two .Men. 

St. John's. N'fld., Sept. 30.— Throe sur- 
vivors of th" erow of the schooner U. W. 
Roberts, who arrived here yesterday, 
tell a sad tnle of shipwreck. Their ves- 
sel was hound from Sydney to Concep- 
tion loaded with a cargo of con!. When 
eastward of the Island of St. Pien-e 
she lost her rudder in :i heavy breeze anil 
ibeennie unmanageable. She mnnrtged to 
reach Hollffate. between the islands of 
St. Pierre and Miquelon. Three men 
went ashore for r. tun to tow them to 
St. Pierre. The captain and two men 
remained on the schooner. Two hours 
elapsed before a- tun was secured, and 
when she reached the place where the 
.schooner -was left, there was no trace 
of the vessel. The supposition i.s that 
the schooner foundered, carrying the cap- 
fain and the two men to "the bottom. 
The captainV name was Stanley Cooke, 
and the names of the men were William 
Adams and Thomas Ashward. Three 
hours after the survivors landed at St. 
Pierre a pilot boat picked up some wreck- 
age, which was identified as belonging 
to the (1.

WELCOME. 

The people of Victoria speak with one 
■voice today :n welcome to the son of 
•thoir King. He is with us in obedience 
to the express command of his royal 
father, which invests his visit with a 
significance anil character that nothing 
else, could give it. Nor is the welcome 
less cordial, perhaps, indeed, there is just 
n little more personal sympathy in it, 
to the gentle lady, his wife, who has 
crossed so many leagues of ocean and 
continent to be with us ou this most aus- 
picious occasion. 

Now that the hour of welcome lias 
come all thoughts of titles vanish, and 
-with them all the pomp anil pageantry 
with which royalty is surrounded, and 
■we see dirst the picture of a noble wo- 
man, bearing the weight Of many years 
and grave responsibilities, mingled with 
more heartfelt sorrows than fall to the 
lot of most people, sending out her 
grandson to Bee for himself the distant 
lands with whose future he will, in the 
providence of God, be so intimately 
connected. Then the curtain falls amid 
a nation's tears, to rise again upon a new 
personality, who in the hour of his 
deepest grief remembers his duly to the 
Empire, whose ■crown he wears, and 
to the wish Of the (lead Queen adds his 
own command that his son and her 
grandson shall include in his tour this 
vast Dominion, the eldest daughter of 
the great Mother Land. We recognize 
in these things the appreciation of the 
reigning house of its obligations to the 
Umpire, which extends to them a loving 
allegiance. In it we see a striking illus- 
tration of those royal qualities which 
have made our "crowned Republic" the 
■most stable of all governments. We 
are plain people here in this Farthest 
West. We know little of kings, princes 
and courts. We are not trained in their 
ways. Wo daily stand face to face with 
Nature in her most rugged forma, and 
from her full but unwilling hand we 
must wrest prosperity. Our lives are 
simple, direct and perhaps little polished. 
But, and it may be .because of what wo 
bavo just said, we are quick to see the 
path in which duly lies, and the fact 
that the royal visitors come to fulfil 
their obligations to the people of His 
Majesty's dominions beyond seas makes 
them doubly welcome. 

We see also in this visit n desire on 
the part <if Mis Majesty to acknowledge 
in some fitting manner the promptness 
iwith which Canada rallied with the 
other parts of his dominions to the de- 
fence of the Empire's cause in South 
Africa. As that rallying testified that 
tho sentiment of Imperial unity is deep- 
ly implanted in the hearts of tho people, 
bo this royal tour evidences that it is 
shared to the fullest extent by tho reign- 
ing house. One thought is common alike 
to sovereign and subject, namely that 
tho Empire is one and indivisible, bound 
together by ties, that are none the less 
Rtrong 'because they are unseen and nii- 
fclt by those whom they unite. 

Tho royal tour, which in one sense 
ends at this city, for when our visitors 
leave here their faces will he ever turn- 
ed homeward until their journey is over, 
is more than a simple holiday trip under- 
taken in response to an imperial duty. 
It is a preparation for tho future, and 
the lesson taught by it is one that not 
ouly the King and his Heir Apparent 
must learn, hut one thai the people of 
the United Kingdom must well lay to 



heart. It is not many years ago that 
Tennyson wrote of 

"That true North, of which we lately 
heard a strain to shame us. 
Friends, your love i--. but a. burden, so 

loyal is too costly, 
Loose the bond ami go." 

Across that True North our visitors 
have iiow journeyed for nearly three 
thousand miles. They have seen what 
a magnificent domain it is, and yet they 
have not seen, for on either side of their 
line of travel extend vast regions 
abounding in all that go to make a na- 
tion great. What is true in this regard 
of Canada is true of the other parts 
of the Empire. It is a heritage worthy 
of the greatest race whose annals his- 
tory records. Is tho love of such a 
domain beyond seas as this a burden 
to tho Mother Land'.' Is our loyalty 
too costly? lias not the time passed 
and passed forever when any man will 
venture to declare that this mighty fab- 
ric, which our fathers have bullded, 
shall not be maintained in all Its in- 
tegrity? Nations arc built slowly, fOT 
to be permanent they must bo bound 
together by sentiment, and this is of 
slow growth. A perfervid friendship 
may spring up in nil hour and die as 
soon, but tho love that endures is tho 
product of time. A thrill of imperialism 
hits gone through the United Kingdom. 
Is it to he more than a thrill? Is there 
vitality in it? Will it be something that 
shall mark an epoch in the world's his- 
tory? The result oi this royal tour will 
do much towards answering these ques- 
tions. It is the prayer of all Canadians 
thnt the answer may be one in keeping 
with the glorious past, and it is be- 
cause this is our earnest hope that we 
hail the Heir to the Empire's throne 
with a depth of feeling never before ac- 
corded a visiting prince. 

Once more we bid the royal pair wel- 
come. May we remind them that they 
stand today where two civilizations meet, 
that of the Orient, hoary with antiquity, 
and that of the Occident, instinct with 
progress? The beautiful Strait lying ir 
front of our city, is the portal through 
which the Anglo-Saxon race will sally 
forth for the conquest of Asia. They 
come hero at the beginning of a new 
era, for the march of our conquering 
hosts to the Newer West has begun and 
tho greatest of the oceans already feels 
the pulsing of a growing commerce. 

The welcome is In recognition of that 
splendid past with which the family of 
our distinguished visitors has been so 
closely identified, and in anticipation of 
a yet more splendid future, in which 
we fervently hope they and. their child- 
ren will fully share. 



SIR WILFRID LAUIUER. 

The people of Victoria are very gind 
to have Sir Wilfrid Lnnrier with them, 
and only regret that duty compels him 
to make his stay so very short. During 
his premiership Sir Wilfrid has made 
many friends who are by no means con- 
fined to the political party with which 
he is identified. We only express tin 
general wish of the people of the pro 
vince that he will take an early occa- 
sion to come and see us when he can 
remain longer. The Colonist has fre- 
quently uracil that the Dominion gov- 
ernment should turn its attention more 
particularly to the Pacific Coast and 
prepare itself to grapple with the great 
problems forec.l upon tus by the pro- 
gress of events in Asia. In our humble 
judgment this is the most important 
phase of the future of Canada. and 
means more to the Dominion and to the 
Empire than anything else coming with- 
in the purview of a federal mini-try. 
The Pacific Ocean present-) the greatest 
open field for the enterprise of the 
world. This fact is fully npprcei ited 
by our southern neighbors, and we 
wateh the progress (Ivy are making in 
the development of trnns-Pneitie com- 
merce, m>t with envy perhaps, but with 
a very strong desire to be able to hold 
nnr awn with them. This subject ap- 
pears to us to be of such very great' 
importance that the ministry might well 
ask parliament for authority to appoint 
special commissioners, whose duty it 
should be to thoroughly investigate iii all 
its phases, with the view of recommend- 
ing the necessarv action at the earliest 
possible day. What the people of Can- 
ada ought to bo told is the possibilities 
of Oriental trade, and the great advan- 
tages possessed by the Canadian route 
to Asia ongl t to be kept prominently 
before the world. It is too nnicll to ex- 
pect Sir Wilfrid to give a question of 
such magnitude as this even cursory 
attention at the present time, but we 
venture to remind him of it in the hope 
that on his return to Ottawa, he may 
take it into his most serious considera- 
tion.

THE ACCIDENT AT EXTENSION. 

It is sad to 1 o compelled to record on 
this day of general rejoicing the occur- 
rence .it the Extension mines of an ac- 
cident which to all present appearances, 
will result in the loss of valuable lives. 
When the news reached the city pro- 
found expressions of regret and sym- 
pathy were heard on every hand. 

On learning of the accident Premier 
Dunsmuir tit once left home by special 
train for the scene. lie telephoned the 
Colonist that he felt his first duty to ho 
to go to where his employees were 
striving to save their fellow workmen 
from death. He was necessarily uncer- 
tain as to when he can return to the 
city, and consequently may not he able 
to take part in the proceedings today. 

At this hour it is impossible to obtain 
full details of the accident, although, ex- 
cept the names of the entombed miners 
and the progress of the efforts at rescue, 
there can be very little to add to what 
we are able to tell.

She was In lat- 
itude 0O.23 nonth. longitude 142 west,' 
when spoken on Friday last at 11 a. in. 
«'apt. Mowatt of the Athenian, offered as- 
sistance, hut the officers of the brlgantlue 
replied that it was not required, for the 
vessel was perfectly sound ami making no 
water. She was making for l'ort Townsend 
from whence she had sailed. 

Tin- Athenian had six saloon, six second 
elass and 21 Chinese steerage, four of 
whom debarked here. The saloon passen- 
gers were Messrs J. Halllgun, I • s - >>■• 
and W. V. Cronan.

Yokohama, Sept. 14.— (Associated 
Press letter per .steamer Athenian)— 
The despatch announcing the attempt on 
the life of President iMcKinley reached 
hero early on Sunday morning, creating 
intense excitement and sorrow not only 
in the American community, but among 
the entire population. The native i>n- 
pers and public bodies have 'been most 
eager and sincere in their expressiona of 
sympathy. . , ,., 

'Almost precisely coincident with the 
attack has been the sentence pronounced 
upon the assassin of Hoshi Torn, con- 
demning him to life imprisonment, the 
extraordinary bearing of the prisoner, 
his Samurai education, and his high mor- 
al character, inclined judges and peo- 
ple alike to the utmost possible leni- 
ency. The difference between him and 
the American assassin, the latter a pro- 
duct of the modern civilization of the 
West, and the former of the very best 
blood ami training of ancient Japan, is 
generally commented upon. 

The health of Marquis lt<> has of late 
been the cause of much solicitude on the 
part id* his friends, who have finally 
prevailed upon him to take a sea voy- 
age, and he will soon 'leave for America. 
As he has long been the most prominent 
figure in Japanese politics, his alwenee 
will bring about a decided change jn par- 
ty movements and possibly become the 
occasion for an entirely new alignment.

Queen City Sights Inbound Sealin 
Schooners— A New Black Sand Find. 



.Steamer Queen City, which returned 
from Cape Scott and West Coast ports 
early yesterday morning, brought news 
that two more .sealing schooners were 
off the Cape, bound home from the seal- 
ing grounds. The two vessels are, pre- 
sumably, from the Copper Islands, pro- 
bably the Oa«?co and Director. More 
gold was received by the steamer, but 
not from Wreck Bay. Seventy ounces 
was brought down from a new find of 
(duck sand gold-bearing placers at Cape 
Scott. An area of several acres of 
black sand similar to that at Wreck 
Bay has been found near the' north end 
of the Island, the discoverer being Mr. 
Bryce, of this city, who arrived by the 
Queen City. No gold was brought down 
from Wreck Bay, work having been in- 
terrupted there to allow of the exten- 
sion of the fume. 

At Kyuquot some of the West Coast 
traders were engaged in putting tip salt 
salmon. Talbot and Jacobsen of Clayo- 
<Itiot, and Poker of Kyuquot, have put 
up from eighty to one hundred barrels. 
Indians are killing. many deer along the 
coast for their skins. Deer are being 
slaughtered in numbers to allow of their 
Hkins being sold to store-keepers for two- 
liibs each- Only the hind-quarters are 
taken by the Indians and the remainder 
of the carcase left.

Manila. Sept. 30. — Gen, Hughe 
the Island of Samar, reports the 
of Sergt. Markley, and one private at 
Tnnnan, from the fight at Ualnnging 
where over forty men of Company C 
Ninth Infantry, were killed by Insur- 
gents who attacked the troops while ul 
breakfast or, Saturday last. 

The men who have reached Tnnnan 
say that the officers of the company, 
who were at first reported to have es- 
caped, were killed with the majority of 
the company. The troops were attacked 
while unprepared by four hundred hole 
men, of whom the Americans killed 
about 140. Mnny of the soldiers were 
killed in their quarters before they had 
time to grasp their rifles.

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The Journal. Ottawa, publishes the fol- 
lowing Interview With Major Merrltt in re- 
gard to the efficiency of the mounted troops 
which were engaged In the South African 

war: 

A letter regarding mounted soldiers and 
the lioer war was reprinted a day or two 
nt.-o by the Journal from the Toronto Globe, 
written by Major \V. II. Merrltt, of To- 
ronto, who Is at present here at the mus- 
ketry school at Kockllffe. 

The Utter raised some points of interest, 
and as Major Merrltt saw very exceptional 
service In Africa, where for nearly a year 
lie was aide-de-camp to General Brabant, 
commanding the colonial division of Cape 
Colony, a Journal reporter called on him 
yesterday to ask some questions regarding 
points in his letter. Major Merrltt had 
referred to the unsatisfactory equipment 
of the Imperial Yeomanry or other troops 
operating In South Africa, and of the 
mounted euros of Bnstcrn Canada. 

On being asked what changes from those 
existing In the Imperial Yeomanry he 
advocated, Major Merrltt replied that he 
did not think at tills moment It could 
do much good to enter Into details, but he 
contended that possibilities existed in Can- 
mill at present wanting In South Africa, 
which If properly handled, would result In 
a force more mobile, and more effective for 
that reason, than any which he had seen 
there. 

lie sa bl that Of course the Cape Colony 
ami Natal Yeomanry made splendid mount- 
ed Irregular horse, but they unfortunately 
could nut obtain certain requirements whlcll 
could readily he supplied from Canada, as 
local conditions here had developed exact- 
ly what was needed to supplement the lack- 
ing conditions of mobility ou the British 
side. 

II mav be remembered that Major Merrltt 
was iiutliorl:!oil by the Imperial govornment 
to raise a mounted corps In Canada If the 
Dominion government consented (tile Im- 
perial -over cut to pay all expenses), 

but tli :i t the authority has not been given, 
Malm- Merit! said yesterday that a con- 
stant complaint of his South African colon-

In reply to a remark of (lie reporter that 
he remembered seeing some sort of state- 
ment that the Dominion government had 
made nu offer recent lv which has been re- 
fused hv the War Office. Major Merrltt 
said that he did not feel at liberty to go 
into nnrtlcnlars, but he would say that as 
the government seemed to contend that 
he should not have sent an offer through 
rile Canadian High Commissioner, nil he 
wished was thai a second offer he had 
made through the usual channels here 
might lie sent on to the British govern- 
ment. 

"I believe." said the Journal, "you are 
taking a course of musketry hen-. If you 
will excuse the question. (Is It not Btrnngc 
that after n recent campaign you should 
u-o to a BChool for the rudiments of fight- 
i ng?" 

The major laughed and answered that he 
did not mind the question at all.

"I am llrst 
and foremost, nnd nil the lime, a lover of 
cnvnlrv, and, with Increased facilities for 
mnhlHtv. there Is nothing to prevent the 
now prevalent Idea that cavalry must have, 
nt .-ill limes, the very best shooting iron 
going, no mailer what It Is. Hitherto no 
attention has been paid to the rllle by my 
arm of the service, nnd that Is why I am 
trying to remedy past deficiencies."

THE SIMPLON TUNNED. 

Work Coin- on so Fast That the Cut- 
ting Should 'be Open in 100-1. 

Very great progress luis been made 
with tiio tunnel under the Simplon which 
should be opeti for trafllc in 100-1. The 
total cost -ivlu-n both tunnels are com- 
pleted will bo about $300 >a lineal yard 
of single-line tunnel. A correspondent 
of the . London Times says that it will 
lie 12Vi milos long. The Mont Cenis 
tunnel has n length of nearly eight miles, 
and all trains have to attain an altitude 
of 4,248 foot above the st*a level. The 
Arlborg is (! 1-1! miles in length, with u 
height of 4,300 feet. The St. Guthard 
is 9 1-.'! miles, with a maximum altitude 
of Ji.TSS feet. The Simplon will have 
the great odvnntngc over the others 
that its trafllc has not to lie taken to #. 
greater altitude than 2,314 feet above 
the sea level, or 1,-174 feet loss than in 
tlie ease of the St. Oothard, so that no 
costly approaches nor helical tunnels are 
required to gain access to the tunnel at 
its north end nor will the haulage of 
trains 'be so heavy as in the case of 
the other tunnels. 

The work will at first consist of one 
single line tunnel, lined with masonry 
throughout, and one parallel pas-sago 10 
feet 'Wide by eight feet high, preparatory 
to a second tunnel placed 5(! feet apart, 
nxis from axis. When the trallie neces- 
sitates a second tunnel it can be com- 
pletr-d ,for about one-third of the cost 
of the ifirst tunnel. The experience gnin- 
ed during the construction of tlie pre- 
vious tunnels is being turned to vel-y 
good account, and is resulting in a great 
saving of life, ill much greater comfort 
for the men, and in greatly abbreviating 
the period of construction.

BOTHA'S REPULSE. 
Attack on Border of Zululand a Failure. 

Durban. Natal, Sept. 20.— A force of 
1,500 Boers, commanded by Gen, Botha, 
made an attack which lasted all day 
long on September on Portitaln, on 
the border of Zulnlnnd. The burghers 
were repulsed, but at a heavy cost to the 
garrison, whose losses were one ollicer 
and eleven men killed and five officers 
and thirty-eight men wounded. 

In addition sixty-three men are miss- 
ing, of which number many are believed 
to have been killed or wounded. The 
Boer commandant, Opperman. and nine- 
teen burghers are known to have been 
killed.

Japan's Great 

Statesman 



Marquis Ito Expected to Reach 
Victoria Today on Steamer 
LKaga [Vlaru. 



Senator Beveridge of Indiana Is 
Also Coming to Vic- 
toria.

Other distinguished visitors are looked 
for today as well as Britain's future 
King and Queen in honor of whose 
coming the city is so gaily decorated 
Coming from the Orient on the steamer 
Kagu Alnru, which is due here today 
is Marquis Ito, ex-Premier of Japan, 
and the foremost statesman of the 
Orient, and accompanying him is :i 
statesman of the Occident, Senator 
Beveridge of Indianapolis, Indiana, who 
is returning home from a tour around 
the world via the trans-.Siber.iau rail- 
road. '.Mr. Huyashi, the Japanese con- 
sul at .Seattle, arrived from that city 
yesterday afternoon to await the arrival 
of the Japanese liner. 

In modern history it is 'difficult to find 
a character to which (Marquis Ito can 
be compared in the relation that he bears 
to his <ouutry, for Marquis Ito is the 
sponsor of sweeping reforms in the gov- 
ernment of Japan. Marquis. Ito enjoys 
the honor of being the author of the 
constitution under which his country is 
governed. The autlioriship of the con- 
stitution, is hut one of the features <if 
the greatness of Japan's leading states- 
man. 

Marquis Ito's mastery over the affairs 
of government was complete __auil for 
years the distinguish! d Oriental states- 
man has led his people in rt magnificent 
march toward a hruader civilization. In 
short lie has proven himself to bo a 
great constructive statesman, a financier 
of masterful foresight and ability, and 
a politician of rare power and resource- 
fulness. 

Marquis Tlirobumi Ito was born in the 
province of Chosliu. Japan, in 1840, and 
is therefore lit years of age. He early 
entered public life and was associated 
with the negotiations of the treaties 
with the United States, Great Britain, 
Prance and Holland which first threw 
Japan open to the travel and commerce 
of foreign countries. Shortly after these 
treaties were signed he made a journey 
to Buropo at the risk of his life, owing 
lo the ignorant superstitution and ill- 
feeling which prevailed in the Europenn 
countries against Oriental peoples, and 
his observations there convinced him of 
e superiority of Western civilization, 
e returned tn his own country to 
•come the leading spirit in westerniz- 
s Japan ami introducing there the 
irit and the institutions of the west. 
His first visit lo America was in 1871, 
when he came to make an investigation 
of I lie currency and coinage system and 
upon his return home his report was so 
favorable to tho American method that 
his own government was induced to 
t practically the same system. After 
returning to Japan and securing the 
practical adoption of the American cur- 
rency and coinage system by Ills gov- 
ernment Ito established the government 
mint at Osaka, the first government 
mint in Japan. From this position he 
was appointed minister of public works 
and later on at the death of Okubo was 
transferred to the home office. 

In 1870 and 1880 ho made his third 
trip abroad, spending several months in 
Europe. It was in 18S0 that Marquis 
Ito assumed the leading place In the 
government becoming the leader of the 
Japanese cabinet, which had just been 
reorganized, with the title of i ' ister 
president of shite. In this position ho 
instituted in the government service re- 
forms of such a sweeping character Hint 
the period is still known in Japan as the 
"earthquake period." The successful 
operation of these changes and their 
stupendous and far reaching effects upon 
the industrial and educational develop- 
ment of the country won for Japan the 
name or the Germany of tho Orient. 

But the.se reforms and changes were 
too sweeping to 'become immediately 
popular and he was retired from power 
in the conservative reaction of 1888. 
However, he spent his retirement in a 
work which will remain as his r.inst 
lasting monument and that is the con- 
Rtitntiou promulgated in ISO!) of which 
lie has been called the father. Through 
tho operation of this constitution and 
_ extension of the franchise provided 
It.v it, he 'was again restored to power in 
1802 and remained at the head of the 
cabinet and tho moving power in the 
nation until his retirement last year. 

'Senator Beveridge had arrived in 
Yokohama before the steamer Athenian, 
which arrived yesterday, left that port! 
This Is the second trip that Mr. Bev- 
eridge has mnde to the Far East sinee 
he was elected to tho ofboo. to make nn 
independent study of the Kastern situa- 
tion nnd existing problems in tho Philip- 
pines. The senator is now completing a 
tour of the world, having crossed Si- 
beria on tho trans-Siberian railway. 

At Shanghai lie was npproached by a 
newspaper correspondent who thought 
hint a fellow scribe nnd 1 the iutervif»w 
which followed shows his terseness. The 
conversation which ensued was as fol- 
lows:

LA VIE DE LUXE. 

Saturday to Monday at a Country 
House in England. 

(Lr.-Col. Xewnham-Davis in Daily Mai!) 

A great peace seems to Have fallen on 
the wide domain that we look upon un- 
der the starry and the clear dark sky as 
w- stand on the terrace. 

Below, the little rivor which once fill- 
ed the moat runs past its edging turf and 
tlowers with a lullaby of swift shallows. 
In the park beyond the river the cedars 
and the elms are grouped in masses of 
darkness, nud the oaks stand as broad 
single stretches of shadow, or seen dim- 
ly by the starshine lift gnarled and twist- 
td arms too old now to hold n covering 
of foliage. The more distant trees 
merge into a deep black-blue wave of 
woodland, a mid which a single speck of 
brightness comes from a bailiff's cottage 
or one of the lodges at the gates. Very 
far off a dog is barking, and a faint, 
ioag whistiu and rattle, which grows and 
dies and grows and tlm nga'n, tells of a 
train m'ks away scurrying London- 
wards. 

The little warm zephyrs bring with 
them the scout of mignonette and pinks 
and sweet peas from the old English 
garden which bugs the foot of the great 
tower and which U a wilderness of 
bloom, where the bees buzz drowsily all 
the day long, and through which paths 
of turf lead to a broad space at the far 
end where a grey sun-dial stands. Be- 
hind us the long line or the drawing 
room windows are ablaze with light, and 
some of the ladies have come through 
thim on to the gravel, and are walking 
up and down with a faint "rustle of silk 
and the sound of soft talk. 

It is Sunday evening. Tomorrow the 
rattling train will bear all of us — guests 
for three days at this old bouse, a great 
Elizabethan "mam ion grafted on to the 
shell of a Norman hold—away tn the 
moors or the sea. or some English spa 
or German watering place; but life has 
been so pleasant, our fellow guests have 
shown themselves in such tin agreeable 
iight, that we all grudge the hours that 
pasf. and there is an unspoken wish that 
the music, the starlight, and the peace 
might set back the finger of time. 

"Ho-day, show-day, go day" was nn 
old jingle our grandfathers had to de- 
-eril e a thiee days' visit, and the Satur- 
dny is alwtns a day of settling down, of 
greeting with a new enthusiasm men 
one has met all the season through in 
Pa 1 Mall, and ladies one bows to in .the 
park, of takin--' stuck of newcomers, of 
finding old Inndmniks again in the house 
and park, and greeting old acquaintances 
belonging to the land. 

There was a e icket match on Satur- 
day, and on the field hard by the little 
church an eleven from the house and 
village plaved against a regimental team- 
Ther • was gentle chaff for those who 
missed enteliLM or added a cipher to the 
score and luncheon in a great marquee, 
and much jollitv ami much enthusiasm, 
even if the cricket did not tl-piIV to be 
first rate. For such of us as are not 
cricket enthusiasts th, re were the golf 
links, where the country heaves a great 
shoulder of bracken and turf out of the 
woodbind, bowls on the stretch of vel- 
vet turf surrounded by tall yew hedges, 
and the freedom of the galleries and the 
gardens. The mallet sounded against 
balls on the croquet lawn, and the nets 
were spread for the lawn tenuis players 
bv the western front. 

'The Scottish bead gardener is an old 
ally of mine, and a dour man to talk on 
most subjects, with cast-iron opimons, 
but ;> gentle enthusiast on floriculture, 
and I found him near bis glasshouses 
eager to show his vines and pines and 
peach and nectarine trees spread out like 
great fan-, and little dry p'eces of stick, 
planted in pebbles, which lire re: 
orchids of inestimable value.. The great 
kitchen garden, with its warm, brick 
walls and it s stone gateway leading to 
the orchard beyond, is a place of 
dreams, where it always is afternoon, 
and there i* a scent of rip'iiim: fruit, 
mil g eat b'ltt»|-fiiea spread wings of 
brilliant colors above the currant bushes. 
There is the Dutch flower garden 
with its formal bc's. in all patterns, 
and its nnt'quo statues, with its little 
temple, to be looked at before tea time, 
d ew in mo t of the wanderers to the 
eoolii(-s of the hall. in. which the suits 
nt anner stand with mouldering banners 
above them, ami a vast clock, winch is 
a calculating machine and shows the 
phases of the moon, the tides, the 
months ami the seasons, ticks solemnly. 
Here the chatelaine gave us tea. and 
here f"" rose and lavender and blurs of 
tie- Indies' dresses and the shining silver 
and the great bowls of (lowers were in 
pleasant confasl to the dark paneling 
of the oak' n walls. 

The dinner hour on the Saturday of J 
y'sM brings th- first, fntl-dresi parotic, 
and we cou'd then see who all our fol- 
low .L'ii"-is were. There was a states- 
man who bad made historv tois fiossjpn, 
r>nd a voting colonel fresh from boiun 
Africa, his arm in a cling, of whom there 
was a rtorv of much gallantry to be torn, 
nud bearers of great names in the SPlil- 
cii bonk of RocVtv, and a judge, and a 
great painter, and some other sta.s

We dined at a number of small round 
tables in the banqueting hall, whore the 
broad beams stretch from side to side 
and the gold plate is piled on the long 
sideboard, and a string band mado music 
outside. After dinner the wax candles 
were all alight in the picture gallery, 
and on an improvised 6tage a lady and 
gentleman of the Odeon played two lit- 
tle duologues, and while they changed 
from modern evening dress into bro- 
cades and powder and patches, the young 
prima donna, whose voice we heard just 
now from the drawing-room, and who is 
to electrify London "next season, sang 
to us. 

The bridge tables were set in the hall, 
the lamps were lit in the billiard room, 
and for those for whom neither cards 
nor billiards had attractions, the band 
played till midnight in the gallery. 
Last of all there came the hour of quiet 
talk in the smoking-room, when the men 
have changed into smokiig jackets, per- 
haps the pleasantest hour of the day. 

There was the crunching of wheels on 
the gravel early on Sunday for some of 
the officers who had stayed to dine had 
to be on church parade nt eleven, and 
the very fact that others had to be up 
betimes made staying in bed a pleasure. 
A leisurely morning, with breakfast in 
their rooms for those who do not con- 
sider the first meal of the day a conver- 
sational one, nnd at. half-past ten the 
bells of the little church hidden amid 
the trees began to call. Some of us 
walked through the park and listened 
to the fresh voices of the country chil-

And now evening had come again, nnd 
with it the end of another pleasant day.

OPERATING ON 

AN ALL8GAT0R 

Paring the Corns of Big "V!ose" 
in New York's Zoologi- 
cal Garden.

Big Mose, the boss alligator in the 
reptile house of the New Vork Zoologi- 
cal Park in The Bronx, had his corns 
pared yesterday. Since iMose is thirteen 
feet or more long, and is somewhat for- 
midable when aroused, it was regarded 
:as less flippant to speak of the operation 
nipon him as the removal of fibroid 
tumors from his ankles. .Mose was put 
under an anaesthetic, and when he wan 
helpless somebody said something about 
alligator pears. The big brute went 
into paroxysms for a moment or two, 
:ind then the anaesthetic overcame him 

again. , , .. . 

When the news went abroad that an 
operation was to be performed on him, 
the daily attendance at the park was 
•Teatlv " increased. The public was 
jrcely admitted to the operating room. 
The alligator tank was, in fact, con- 
verted into an operating room for the 
occasion. At 1 o'clock the water was 
let out, and the attendants with l>rod- 
<lins hooks drove all of Moso's confreres 
up into the rocks back of the tank. _ 

Mose lay on the concrete bottom with 
bis nose in a corner, and snorted his 
suspicions. Then one of the keepers 
dropped a lot of coffee-sacking over his 
snout, and he became quite vivacious. 
He threw his head right and left and 
snorted and began to lash bis tail. 
"Everybody who remembers his element- 
ary natural history remembers that tho 
alligator stuns his prey by slapping it 
with his tail, and then disposes of it ns 
lie pleases; the alligator uses his tail 
hist as the policeman uses bis night- 
•stick. The attendants who had been 
inurshalled to assist Veterinary -.Surgeon 
Miller in the operation seemed to know 
-their natural histories very well. AMien 
.Moso's tail went lnto action they went 
■out' of the tank. They went right up 
over the curved picket fence and out 
.over the palms fit the back, and every 
other way that was direct and quick. 

AVben 'Mose settled 'back to his cus- 
tomary culm, they came climbing back 
again "and put a noose over bis neck. 
Guided bv the rope and prodded with a 
■nolo (Mose was obliging enough to 
waddle rigbt out upon the operating 
board that had been prepared for him. 
n \v'is a board cut in a shape not unlike 
■a coffin lid. Along the sides wore 
cleats to which ropes could be attached. 
Toil after coil of rope was thrown across 
•Moso's back, until from the tip of his 
nose to tho end of his aggressive tail 
lie was unable to move a muscle. Some 
time in the past history or Mose another 
alligator took a. great chunk -out of the 
ridee of his tail. This notch was found 
to bo most nsei'al in adjusting the ropes 
.Hint held Mose quiet on the board. 

Once the alligator was safely secured 
to the board, eight men took hold, four 
on ft side, and lifted the board until its 
ends rested on supports three feet or 
more from the ground. Mose weighs 
nenrly half a ton. and though he is but 
-thirteen feet long, is very large about 



the waist. 

One of the assistants soaked a wad of 
cotton batting with chloroform and laid 
it on Moso's nostrils, and Dr. Miller 
jabbed a hypodermic syringe into the 
parts that were to be cut away and 
squirted them full Of cocaine. When 
Mose hud been lifted into place for the 
operation, the crowd that was piled up 
four deep around the rail in front of the 
tank could see the objectionable tumors 
very plainly. They wen,- round bunches 
as big as a moderately large apple at 
the back of the forefeet and on the 
outer side of the ankles or wrists, which- 
ever you may choose to call them. The 
'light with the keepers in the tank hail 
bruised the tumors a good deal, and 
they seemed rather raw and malignant. 
The expressions of pity from the crowd 
were many. 

| When Dr. Miller uncovered his tray 
of glittering instruments, the excitement 
along the rails was most intense. There 
were three little red-headed girls in par- 
ticular for whom the operation seemed 
to have an all-absorbing interest. Their 
! expressions became more and more sat- 
urated with honor until they really 
Could not stand it any more, ami retired 
to the rattlesnake cage to lid the thrills 
die down. lint us soon as their shivers 
were (he least bit calmed they rushed 
i back again and fought their way to the 

rail to see more, 
j The growths on the alligator's feet 
were tough, and were rather hard to cut 
1 away. When cut the wounds bled pro- 
; fusely, and the audience had the oppor- 
tunity of observing that the blood of 
cold-blooded animals Hows more freely 
'and is thicker than that of mammals, 
j After the growths had been cut away 
'the wounds were treated with a prepar.i- 
Ition to stop the bleeding, and then tho 
supporting board was laid on Hie bottom 
of the tank again and Mose was set at 
I libortv. lie lay perfectly still until the 
last loop of rope was taken from his 
back and the sacking was lifted from 
over his eyes. Then ho opened Irs eyes 
wide and opened his mouth and turned 
.his head and stared around ns though 
reassuring himself that he win still 
alive and at home. Next lie lifted him- 
, self up high on ali four legs and marched 
j around the edge of the tank. His at- 
! fondants said that they had not seen 
him raise himself off bis belly for six 
months or more. But whether the 
manifestation was of relief at being rid 
'of his corns, or of wrnth at the indigni- 
[ t'es heaped upon him in the process, no 
man might say. And certainly Moso 
couldn't tell. 

After the oneration Dr. Miller said 
that the fibroid tumors were oalfs'd by 
friction against the cement sides of tho 
tank. 'Mose has n trick of turning his 
feet sidewise when he is climbing in and 
out of the tank, and it is disastrous to 
his comfort. Dr. .Miller said that there 
was nothing malignant about the tumors 
but that unless some plan was devised 
for putting shoes on 'Mose, tho same 
operation will have to be repeated every 
'•ear. Similar growths were cut from 
his feet last year. 

Dr. (Miller said that lie thought that.

OXTAIUO FARMING. 

The Crowing of Wheat For Sale Is 
Iteiug Abandoned. 

The Fanners' Sun. in a special article 
on the subject, points out that a revolu- 
tion is talcing place in agriculture in 
Ontario, that the raising of grain for 
sale is rapidly giving way to the produc- 
tion of mixed grain and routs for the 
purpose of furnishing feed for stock, and 
prophesies that greater progress will be 
made in this direction during the next 
year than during the past three years. 
It proceeds: 
| The cause for this accelerated move- 
■ ment is found in the fact that the grow- 
| ing of grain fur sale bus this season 
given much poorer returns, as compared 
I with stock production, than it has given 
for some time past. Knst and llv in the 
j fall wheat, the shrinking of all grain us 
| a result of excessive heat in the period 
j of ripening. nnd the sprouting caused by 
| the damp weather while sheaves were 
in shock, have combined to make the 
grain yields of ]!)()1 much smaller than 
those of 11)011. anil very much below 
what was promised shortly before har- 
vest. 

Some of the clearest information 
comes from Mr. II. (i. Shipman, of Cnn- 
niugton: 

"I'eus in our section." said he, " are a 
very poor crop. Barley, which ripened 
before the drought, gave a fair yield. 
Oats gave a very light crop, hm fall 
wheat has done fairly well. One of my 
neighbors bud 25 bushels of tho latter to 
the nero on clover sod without manuring. 
There will be no heavy grain this year, 
all of it being light j„ weight. Oil the 
whole the grain drops have not turned 
out nearly as well as lust year. In fact, 
those farmers who depend on the sale of 
grain for their income will not receive, 
in return for their labor, over 05 per 
cent, of what they received last year. 
On the other hand, those who are in 
stock will do quite as well ns they d'd in 
WOO. True, the grain which they have 
produced for the purpose of providing 
part of the feetl for their stock has not 
given ns much to the acre us it tlid last 
season, but the extra large yield in hay 
and the abundance of pasture will about 
even this up; ami, the price obtained 
lor hogs and cattle being so much better 
than they were a year ago, the stock 
farmer will come out about as Weil -it 
the end of this twelve months as he did 
at the end of last. 

" KOmI ma"? cases," continued 
Mr. Shipmnn,. "outs which have been 
wilsed for sale will not return over S10 

o the acre, after all the work that has 
been put upon the raising of them. How 
is it with the stock farmer? One man 
who has some of what is, in a sense 
waste land, along a creek, and is used 
for pasture, says that this rough part of 
his farm gave u better return, taking 
labor into account, this season than nny 
other part of his holding— that. is. after 
allowing for the cost of cultivating 
other fields, this coarse pasture land 
gave greater net returns .than the best 
section of the farm. Of course, it would 
not .be fair to nrgne- from this that 
broken land makes the most profitable 
kind of a farm. This is an exceptional 
season, grain being unusually good, and 
hogs selling ;it phenomenal figures; but 
still, taking one year with another, tho 
stock, man is the one who is making 
moii.o.v and improving his farm, while 
the/ grain man is robbing his farm of 
feiitility ami not getting bettor off 
fii hncially. ' 

Another clear statement along this 
gillie line was made- by Mr. I!. C. Bran-

Albertans Who Build Churches anil Buy- 
Ma ny Binders,

A gentleman has just returned 
from a trip through the Galiciaii colony 
at Ednn and Wostok, Altn., anil -was 
present at the opening and consecration 
of two chnrches by the Most Reverend 
Tikhon, bishop of the Greek Orthodox 
Church of North America, who einno 
from San Francisco specially for that 
purpose. These two churches— one built 
by Galicians and the other by J'.ukowin- 
iaus — are seven miles apart. The at- 
tendance was large, although the 
weather was anything but pleasant. 
When the Free Press informant was in 
that locality, over 80 per cent, of the 
wheat was cut and in stook, and the 
quality appeared to be extra good. He 
estimates ;ifi bushels per acre average 
through the Galiciaii colonies. He found 
the people all happy, contented and 
prosperous, and one of them who had 
been there for some time had 120 acres 
in crop. While in Edmonton, knowing 
that there had been some discussion 
about these people, he made inquiries 
of the tradesmen there, and as an in- 
stance of the successful operations of 
these people, lie found that nearly fifty 
binders had been sold to the Galicians 
in that vicinity this season.
